The Plaza is regarded by 
many ultra-Orthodox guests as the 
“most strictly kosher" of 811 hotels 
in the capital, even though it does not 
have a Jerusalem Chief Rabbinate

Begin urges Sadat to 
offer own peace plan

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
announced yesterday that he had 
just sent a letter to President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt, urging him to pre- 
sent an Egyptian peace plan which 
would be discussed in renewed direct 
negotiations between Egypt and 
Israel. 

The letter, which will be 
transmitted to Sadat through the 
U.S. embassies in Tel Aviv and 
Cairo, is a reply to the letter which 
the Egyptian leader had sent to 
Begin on the eve of the premier’s 
departure for Washington earlier 
this month. 

Briefing the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, Begin 
also confirmed reports that Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman might be go- 
ing to Cairo this week for talks with 
War Minister Mohammed Abdul- 
Ghani Gamasy. He also sald that 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan 
might be golng to Washington soon. 

Begin said his letter to Sadat cen- 
tres on the need to resume direct 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt in the political committee and 
in the military committee. (The 
political committee talks were 
suspended in Jerusalem last 
January 18 when Sadat abruptly 
recalled the Egyptian delegation.) 

"s letter also responds to 
Sadat’s criticism of various Israeli 
statements which the Egyptian 
leader said were not conducive to 
peace. The entire letter fills less than 
two pages. " 

Begin noted that the two com- 
mittocs had mece som progra93 'n 
their initial meetings and he was 
hopeful they could make more. He 
urged Sadat to present an Egyptian 
peace plan, which the two com- 
mittees could study alongside the 
Israeli peace plan. . 

Reviewing his talka with President 
Carter in Washington last week, 
Begin told the committee that Israel 
had the right to interpret Security 
Council Resolution 242 in {ts own 
way, just as other countries do. 

Tt ig out of the question that Israel 
should proclaim it will set up no 
more settlements in Judea and 
Samaria, Begin said, insisting that 
Isree} has an inalienable right to set- 
tle there. 

The premier said that Carter had 
altered his stand on the Israeli peace 
plan between the time it was first 
presented to him, and this month. 

The fact that Carter did not de- 
mand of Begin last week that Israel 
withdraw its troops from the West 


Bank apparently shows Carter's un- 
derstanding that some Israeli 
military presence on the West Bank 
is vital, even after an arrangement 
is reached, he noted. 

Israel is not obliged to declare that 
242 means withdrawal on all three 
fronts, Begin said. Israel was com- 
mitted to negotiate with al) Its 
neighbours and it is committed to 
withdraw ‘to secure and recognized 
borders. 

Labour leader Shimon Peres said 
the Alignment could not go along 
with the Likud if it refused to offer 
territorial compromise in Judea and 
Samaria, because such a policy was 
dangerous, Begin replied that the 
previous government's offer of com- 
promise had been a failure.

Prewiter Menahem Begin will 
reiterate Israei's desire to revive the 
negotiating process with Egypt when 
he makes a major political state- 
ment in the Knesset this morning. He 
will probably speak.at 10:15 a.m., 
the session having been fixed earlier 
than usual. 

Begin will review his talks in 
Washington with President Jimmy 
Carter and explain where Israel 
differs with the U.S. and why it sees 
no obligation te commit itself to 
withdrawal from Judea and Samaria 
merely because the U.S. so inter- 
prets Security Council Resolution 
24. 
Begin's statement will be followed 
by a four-hour debate. 

The main parties have ordered all 
their members to attend for today's 
vote and in some cases have asked 
them to postpone departures abroad 
till after the vote.

Begin to visit Washington in May

U.S. Senator Jacob Javits said 
yesterday that Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin will visit 
Washington late in April or at the 
beginning of May. 

Speaking to reporters at Ben- 
Gurion Airport after two days of 
talks here Javits said Begin ‘will be 


‘visiting us towards the end of April 


or on May 1." 

A Foreign spokesman 
said Begin had planned to go to the 
U.S. early in May to attend 
celebrations by American Jewish 


organizations to mark the 30th an- 
niversary of the founding of the 
State. 


“There 15. of course, the possibility 
that during such a visit, Begin will 
meet President Carter,"' a Foreign 
Ministry source said. 

Senator Javita told reporters that 
during his talks here, he had propos- 
ed that Israel and the U.S. establish 
a committee at foreign minister's 
level to discuss their differences on 
the peace plan presented by Begin 
when he visited Washington earlier 
this month. 


Arafat agrees to 
Lebanon cease-fire 


BEIRUT. — Palestinian terrorist 
chief Yasser Arafat has formally 
accepted UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim’s cali for a cease-fire 
in Southern Lebanon, !t was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

Waldheim said the acceptance was 
relayed to him at UN headquarters 
in New York through Maj. Gen. Em- 
manuel Erskine, the Ghanaian com- 
mander of the UN Interim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFIL). Erskine held a 
TS-minute meeting in Beirut yeater- 
day with the head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. “Iam most 
gratified by Mr. Arafat's positive 
response,"’ Waldheim said. 

Arafat told reporters after 
meeting with the UN general: “We 
are giving all facilities to the UN in- 
terim force in order that it may 
carry out its mission in Lebanon. 

“We are offering everything 
within our means...to facilitate the 
withdrawal of Ieraeli forces from 
Lebanese territory for which we 
greatly care.” 

PLO sources said that although the 
Palestinians would help the UN 
troops move Into occupied Southern 


ἢ Lebanon, they had no intention of 


stopping attacks on Israeli positions 
south of the Litani River. 
“Facllitating the mission of the UN 
in occupied Lebanon is one thing.” ἃ 
PLO official declared. “Stopping 
raids on Israeli occupation forces is 
quite another." 

PLO officials said thet they had 


i. the full cooperation of Syria in their 


fight against the Israeli forces and 


that there had been no attempt to 

curb their freedom of action. 
Following the meeting, Gen. 

Erskine spent the rest of his day in 


Beirut meeting with the Lebanese - 


army commander, Gen. . Victor 
Khoury, and the commander of the 
French contingent of the UN force, 
Col. Jean Salvan. 

A UN spokesman said a French 


ship was due to arrive today with ad- 
ditional equipment and troops to join 
the 400 French soldiers already in 
Lebanon. Forty-three more 
Norwegian troops arrived {n Beirut 
yesterday to join the advance party 
of 16 who arrived on Sunday. The 

kesman was unable to aay when 
the UN force, now numbering just 
over 1,000, would reach its scheduled 
complement of 4,000. 

Meanwhile, the deputy head of 
Arafat's Fatah warned yesterday 
that his forces would open fire on UN 
troops if they tried τὸ prevent them 
from re-basing in South Lebanon. 

Abu Tyad, in an interview publish- 
ed in the Paris newspaper “Le 
Matin," said: “If necessary, we will 
fight against the UN troops, whose 
tole should be nothing more than 
that of border guards. If they deviate 
from this, we shall strike back.” 

He said that the UN troops must 
not try to take over the area in their 
place, that ‘‘we must return to our 
bases and positions according to the 
Cairo agreements."' These 1970 
agreements gave the terrorists 
freedom of movement in parts of 
Lebanon.

South Lebanon. — Moslem 
villagers who came under 
Israel's control following the re- 
cent IDF action of the Litani 
River said yesterday that they 
have no intention of joining the 
projected semi-autonomous 
South Lebanese Army whose 
creation was proclaimed by 
Maj. Saad Haddad, commander 
of the former border Christian 
enclaves. 

In wide-ranging interviews, the 
Moslems charged Maj. Haddad and 
tis militlamen of exploiting thelr 
protection by Israel to impose their 
own rule and of coercing a number of 
village mukhtars Into recruiting 
their young men in 8. local army un- 
der Haddad's command. 

The South Lebanese Moslems, who 
constitute 70 per cent of the popula- 
tion in their region, said they see no 
alternative to the continued authori- 
ty of the Israel Defence Forces ex- 
cept for an unequivocal restoration 
of the Lebanese state authority and 
reinstatement of the Lebanese state 
army there. 

Moalem spokesmen claimed that 
their view is shared by neighbouring 
Christian villagers who were 
reportedly unhappy with Maj. Had- 
dad's attempts to promote his own 
“mini-state."* 

In Beirut, the Lebanese state 
military command yesterday called 
its dismembered army back to ac- 
tive service for the eventual 
takeover of security in various parts 
of Lebanon — firat and foremost In 
South Lebanon. The command 
ordered officers, soldiers and 
civilian employees of the formerly 
16,000-man army, which dis- 
integrated during Lebanon’s civil 


war two years ago, to report to duty | 


by April 15 or face discharge. The 
call-up order, blared by Beirut's 
government radio, was seen by 
observers as the first concrete bid on 
the part of Beirut to restore its 
sovereignty over South Lebanon and 
ensure an early Israeli withdrawal 
from there, 

Calls for speedy action by Beirut 
were reportedly being aired 
desperately by the southern 
Lebanese who have been arguing 
that Israel's recent systematic ejec- 
tion of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization from their areas had 
paved the way for a government 
comeback.

new ‘army’ 


Maj. Haddad's orders to open 
recruitment offices yesterday for the 
formation of a southern Lebanese 
army — to take over administration 
in the region — have gone unheeded. 

Haddad told The Jerusalem Post 
that 30 villagers enlisted on the first 
day yesterday, although hia claim 
could not be confirmed either by 
Lebanese villagers or Israell 
observers in the area, 


Moslem villagers, In particular, 
said they had no intention of subjec- 
ting their young to the command of 
Maj. Haddad, whose militiamen 
they accused of having ransacked 
their homes and taken the law into 
their own hands, while Israeli troopa 
were busy chasing PLO forcea 
across the Litani River. 

An apparent fear of a takeover by 
Haddad was reflected yesterday by 
the fact that some of the refugees 
returning home were collecting their 
belongings and going back north. 
Loca! sources said that other 
refugees were taking advantage of 
Israel's call for their return to check 
on their homes but to turn back for 
refuge again. 

Many refugees were indeed seen 
driving back home across the Litani 
against the backdrop of an obvious 
uncertainty. Some found their homes 
intact, some saw theirs razed and 
others walked into ghost villages. 
Estimates of the refugees who fled 
South Lebanon range between 60,000 
and 150,000. 

Several] villages stood majestical- 
ly undamaged against the 
background of Lebanon's southern 
green landscape. In others, which 
were totally devastated, there were 
still traces of the bunkers which the 
PLO terrorists used In shelling 
northern Israel and the border Chris- 
tian enclaves. On the collapsing 
walls in each village were the 
emblems of the different terrorist 
groups which dominated them. Bint 
Jbail, for instance, had that of the 
radical Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine. Deir Announ 
had that of Fatah, while throughout 
Abbasiya, which overlooked the 
besieged coastal town of Tyre, were 
the emblems of the pro-Iraqi Arab 
Liberation Front. 

The entire region was quiet yester- 
day — or rather silent. There was no 
sign of violence anywhere inside 
South Lebanon, This was in contrast 
to terrorist claims about “fighting 
behind enemy lines” or to foreign 
news stories about their waging “a 
Vietnam-type war of attrition.” 


Iragis digging in on banks of Litani 


Iraqi reinforcements to the 
terrorists in Lebanon were yester- 
day sighted digging in at positions 
north of the Litani River. This report 
was not confirmed by military 
sources last night, who said that as 
far as they knew the 400 to 600-man 
Iraqi regular army contingent sent 
in to bolster terrorist forces last 
week were still located at Nabatiya, 
15 kilometres northwest of Metulla, 
and at Hatsbaya. 


The Jerusalem Post, however, 
learned from a highly reliable 
source last night that some of the 
tragis have moved out of these cen- 
tres and spent most ‘of yesterday 
digging in along the northern bank of 
the Litani. The move could com- 
Plicate the Syrians taking up 
positions along the river, as Israel 
had hoped for, to prevent terroriat 
Portas from the north to the 
south. 


South Lebanon refugees 
begin returning slowly

SOUTH LEBANON. — A trickle of 
refugees who fled the recent fighting 
in this area have started to return. 
Women carrying huge bundles on 
their heads, with children clinging to 
their skirts, could be seen yesterday 
‘resolutely walking towards the 
villages they left two weeks ago 
when Israel] retaliated against 
terrorist concentrations here. 


Taxis crowded with women and 
children, and piled high with 
blankets and household goods, 
bumped their way along roads pock- 
marked from the recent battles. 

Only a few dozen of the estimated 
80,000 who fled have started to 
return. It is not known how many 
have filtered back to the port of Tyre 
or the Rashidiya refugee camp. 
which are not under Israeli control. 
This number is thought to be 
minimal, with the terrorists still in 
command there. 


For those returning to their 
villages after hearing Iarael's offer 
of rehabilitation broadcast on Radio 
Beirut, a rude shock awaits them. 
Many of their homes have been 
reduced to rubble, having been 
caught in the crossfire between 
Israelis and terrorists. Israeli 
military engineers yesterday put the 


finishing touches to 21 prefabricated 
houses on the outskirts of the village 
of Abasiya, But the flimay plywood 
structures hardly compare to the 
sturdy stone and concrete dwellings 
with their picturesque red-tiled roofs 
destroyed. Still, they will provide 
some shelter. 

Engineers from the Israel! Electric 
Corporation have given up hope of 
repairing damage to the antiquated 
electricity grid in the area. Replace- 
ment parts are unobtainable, There 
is more optimism regarding restor- 
ing the water system, but it will be 
some time before repairs are com- 
pleted. 

One area where impressive strides 
have been made is in medicine. 
Twelve clinics have been set up. The 
hospital at Tibnin, which was aban- 
doned by its staff when the fighting 
broke out, has been reopened with a 
staff of six Israeli doctors, military 
nurses and two local nurses. 

Refugees will return to the south 
via the two Litani River bridges now 
controlled by UN forces. According 
to Capt. Mussa, who is in charge of 
the Iranian delegation at the Akiya 
bridge in the central sector, hia men 
have little trouble telling who is a 
bona fide returning resident and who 
is an infiltrating terrorist. He refus- 


ed to divulge the secret method used " 


to distinguish between the two. 


Swedish troops take over 
area near Khardala bridge

METULLA. — Swedish soldiers 
assigned to UNIFIL (UN Interim 
Forces in Lebanon) took over 
positions in the area near the Khar- 
dala bridge crossing the Litani River. 
yesterday after a heavy exchange of 
fire between Israeli forces and 
terrorists during the night. 

The Swedish troops, wearing blue 
helmets and flak jackets, arrived at 
the area in UN trucks reinforced 
with sandbags and pre-fabricated 
bunkers, 

Israeli troops had cleared the 
mines from the road leading to the 
bridge. The Israelis left the zone in 
armoured troop carriers before the 
UN soldiers arrived. 

Yesterday many terrorists were 
seen looking down at the bridge and 
Swedish soldiers from atop towers of 
the Crusader castle of Beaufort. A 
few Lebanese soldiers also watched 
the action, waving greetings to the 
Swedish troops. 

‘The deployment of Swedish troops 
continued throughout the area, with 
its men patrolling the area accom- 
panied by Major Saad Haddad, com- 
mander of the Christlan forces In 
South Lebanon, and IDF officers. 
The first of the Norwegian soidiers, 
whose units will take over from the 
Swedes. have arrived in Metulla.

Record state budget passes 
second and third readings 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A weary Knesset last night passed 
a record state budget — IL178,185,- 
003 — for 1878/79. 

Tabling the document for second 
and third readings, Finance Com- 
mittee chairman Shlomo Lorincz 
tAgudal, declared: ‘‘When the 
budget was presented for its first 
reading, the minister of finance 
promised he would slash 1L3,000m. 
from the total. In bringing the 
budget before you teday for final ap- 
proval, 1 must say that Mr. Ehrlich 
has kept his word. 

“In fact, he has cut the budget by 
1L.3.815m., to be exact, Defence out- 
lays will drop by 11.1,500m., and the 
other ministries’ budgets will be 
reduced by 1L2,315m."" 


Eight last-minute amendments 
were adopted ta the 1978 State 
Budget Law," before the final vote 
was taken at the end of a tiring nine- 
hour session. Seven of them added 
iL19m. to the budget in various 
forms, to various ministries. The 
eighth, tabled by Likud's Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad, removed IL300m. 
from the budget—funds earmarked 
to “subsidize” credit and insure cer- 
tain foreign currency and index- 
linked loans heid by businessmen. 

As approved, the new state budget 
is approximately 28 per cent larger 


than the previous one. Lorincz ad- 
mitted that many committee 
members were apprehensive that in- 
flation would spurt again if the 
treasury were forced to print 


.1L1,000m. or more each month. 


Lorincz also observed: “About 30 
per cent of the entire budget is for 
defence and another 29 per cent for 
debt service. That means only 41 per 
cent 15 actually up for discussion to- 
day. As presented today, we of the 
committee believe it to be a realistic 
budget." : 

One of the strongest attacks on the 
budget came from the former 
minister of finance, MK Yehoshua 
Rablnowiliz. He said: “Let us not 
forget that this government's 
economic upheaval of last October 
saddied us with a supplementary 
budget of IL17.250m., which was ap- 
proved only last month. 

“Meanwhile, the deficit is growing 
and more and more money {fs being 
printed. This policy 16 fine for the 
rich but neglects the moral obliga- 
tion of fairly distributing the burden 
οἱ running the country.” 

Meir Pa'il (Shelli) called for a 
IL150m. cut in the Agriculture 
Ministry budget "το clip the wings of 
the minister {Ariel Sharon}, to keep 
him from establishing new 
settlements in the administered 
areas." 


40 MKs oppose outlawing communists

One-third of the Knesset objects to 
outlawing the communists. 

This emerges from a curt one- 
Paragraph statement circulated in 
the House yesterday, signed by more 
than 40 members. The manifesto ex- 
presses their opposition to efforta by 
MK Samuel Flatte Sharon to ban 
such political parties as the DFPE: 
(Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality. 

Flatto has already filed a private 
member's bill calling for the prohibl- 
tion of “‘seditious"’ political parties. 
Two weeks ago, when the Kriesset 
discussed the March 11 terrorist out- 
rage, Platto provoked a disturbance 
when he pointed to the DFPE 
members and branded them as 
“representatives of the same 
enemy, sitting right here among us 
in this hall." 


DFPE member Charile Biton 
retorted to Flatto. A heated argu- 
ment ensued and the young MK was 
forcibly removed from the rostrum 
after calling Flatto ‘a gangster who 
has left people penniless," 

The signatories to yesterday's 

festo sald: ‘‘We, membera of 
thé Kneaset, oppose the actions of 
Member Samuel Flatto Sharon, 
which attempt to alter the lawful 
position of a democratically elected 
Knesset faction. MK Flatto Sharon's 
moves are diametrically opposed to 
the principles of democratic and 
parliamentary life existing in Israel 
for the past 30 years.""

New international airport 
for Israel due by 1990

TEL AVIV. —- Plans are under way 
for the construction of a new inter- 
national airport in Israel to be com- 
pleted by 1990, according to Dr. 
Ramon Harel, newly appointed 
director of the Airports Authority, 

Steps are already being taken to 
ensure the land and air approaches 
for a possible site near Beersheba, 
he told aviation reporters at a press 
conference yesterday. The authority 
is also looking into the possibility of 
locating an airport near the coast, he 
added. 

The decision on a second airport is 
expected within a year, and hun- 
dreds of millions of pounds will be in- 
vested in developing the country's 
airports in the coming decade. 

Dr. Harel disclosed that, in the 
meantime, the facilities at Ben- 
Gurion Airport are being improved. 
Lighting will be Installed on the se- 
cond, “quiet” runway and it will be 
extended to make it operational not 
only for takeoffs but also for lan- 
dings from a westerly direction, he 


explained. 

A tender will be isaued soon for the 
construction of a new terminal 
building for arrivals. Work should 
start this summer and is expected to 
be completed in 1980, he said. 

The portering arrangements at the 
.airport, which have been criticized 
in the past, will also be reorganized. 
The aim 16 to eliminate porters from 
inside the arrivals hail. More 
luggage trolleys will be made 
available, and stewards will be on 
duty in the hall to help the elderly or 
others who cannot handie their own. 
bags. Dr. Harel noted. 

Porters loading end unloading 
luggage on tourist coaches will be 
Pi ἃ fixed rate. thus eliminating 
tipping and the sometimes excessive 
demands made by the porters.

demand role in peace talks

The World Organization of Jews 
from Arab Countries is seeking in- 
ternational funds to finance the 
rehabilitation of Arab refugees from 
Israel as well as Jewish refugees 
from Arab countries. 

Mordecha! Ben-Porat, the Iraqi- 
born former MK who fs the chair- 
man of WOJAC, declined to tell 
reporters yesterday what monetary 
organizations had been contracted. 

The non-party organization he 
heads will emphasize that the 30- 
year-old conflict between Israel and 
the Arab states created an exchange 
of populations — both Jewish and 
Palestinian Arab. A total of 800.000 
Jews left eight Arab countries since 
1948 as a result of repression, 
hangings and other persecutions 
1§00.000 of them were led by their 
Zionist fervour to Israel). But only 
600,000 Arabs left Israel at the time, 
Ben-Porat continued. “They were 
not forced out, but left at the urging 
of Arab leaders who promised they 
would return after thelr ‘victory’. 

WOJAC demands a role in peace 
negotiatlons between Israel and the 
Arab countries, at least as promi- 
Nent as that demanded by the 
Palestinians, Ben-Porat said. "If 
and when the joint Egypt-lsrael 


political committee reconvenes, we 
want to be represented,'’ he 
asserted. 

WOJAC representation in the talks 
could help the government unders- 
tand the Arab mentallty. "Ἴ was pre- 
sent at the dinner when Prime 
Minister Begin told Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Kame] he was a 
‘young man'." said Ben-Porat. “I 
knew Immediately that the words 
would be taken by the Arabs as an in- 
sult.”" 

WOJAC has set up an office in the 
U.S., and is planning to set up 
further branches in Europe. Among 
their jobs, aside from conducting in- 
formation campaigns for the cause, 
will be to take Arab governments to 
court for compensation for property 
confiscated from former Jewish 
citizens, 

“Jewish property in the Arab 
countries totais four or five times 
that of Arab property appropriated 
in Israel."' he said. 

WOJAC bases Its demands on its 
interpretation of a part of UN Securi- 
ty Council Resolution 242. which 
calls for a ‘just solution" for the 
problem of “refugees” !n the Middle 
East. When the resolution was pass- 
ed in 167, Israel and the U.S. op- 
posed the wording ‘‘Arab refugeés,” 
and Egypt and the Russians went 
along with their position.

The arrangement satisfies 
neither the residents of the quarter, 
who complain that the service is too 
infrequent aad stops too early in the 
evening, nor the municipality, which 
wants reguiar-size buses stopped 
altogether trom passing through the 
Armenian Quarter,

Former U.S. officials rap 
Israel’s peace policies

WASHINGTON. — Arthur ‘'Pete"’ 
Day, the former U.S. consul-general 
in Jerusalem and more recently 
deputy assistant secretary of state 
for Near East affairs, yesterday 
compiained about Israel's ‘inade- 
quate response to Egyptian Pres!- 

dent Sadat‘a peace initiative. 

Day, who retired from govern- 
ment service late last year, said ina 
letter to “The New York Times” that 
the Israeli government should have 
“spoken to the hearts of the Arabs, 
including the Palestinians" in its 
response to Sadat, whose visit to 
Jerusalem “had spoken to the hearts 
of the Israelis,"" 

Day's letter to the ‘‘Times" 
appeared on the same day that 
another former senior U.S. official 
wrote to “The Was! 
complain about Israel's policies. 


In questioning Israel's commit- 
ment to peace, former deputy U.S. 
representative to the UN, 
Christopher Phillips, said: ‘‘We can 
hardly be asked to continue to sub- 
sidize Israeli policies that jeopardize 
our own broad Interests in the area. 
No government could be expected to 
do so, and the U.S, should be no ex- 
ception." 

Phillips said, “it is becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to accept at face

value the Begin government's com- 
mitment to peace. Even before the 
latest cycle of violence, there were 
disturbing signs that the Israeli 
leadership is more committed to 
territory than to peace.

“Though they are a resourceful and 
self-confident people, the Israelis 
have curiously failed to develop im- 
aginative, positive ways to modify 
Arab attitudes and behaviour toward 
them and their country.” 

He said that the ‘‘one important 
exception to thia has been the theory, 
advanced regularly over the years 
by Israeli officials. that If Israel ts 
tough and holds te its positions, the 
Arabs will one day make peace on 
Israel's terms."" 

On the political level, there must 
be ''some appeal to the heart,"’ he 
said. 

“Sadat had realized this. In his 
trip to Jerusalem the medium was in 
large part the message. ‘Begin's 
response was not at the same level, 
but fn its inadequacy {t was very 
much in the Israeli tradition."

Interior Ministry officials have 
claimed that the Beduin are being 
encouraged to build illegal housing, 
particularly in areaa slated for 
future development, as well as to 
enlarge their herds of goats and 
sheep when it is known that no graz- 
ing land ts available for them. 

At yesterday's press conference, 
Dr. Yunis Abu-Rablya, a Beduin 
physician, said Beduin are forced to 
squat illegally because the govern- 
ment has come to no. decision about 
which lands belong to them.

Preparations for welcoming 6,000 
American naval officers and sailors 
went into full swing yesterday, as 
U.S. Embassy sources officially con- 
firmed the expected arrival of the 
USS Nimitz in Haifa Port on April 6, 
The nuclear-powered aircraft 
carrier, named after Adm. Chester 
Nimitz, who was commander of the 
U.S. Pacific fleet during World War 
ΤΙ, was to have arrived in Haifa on 
Monday. The carrier is one of the 
two American flattops in the Sixth 

Fleet in the Mediterranean. 
Embassy sources explained that 
the postponement was due to 


problems. However, Israel Radio 
reported yesterday that the delay 
‘was caused by ‘'political” problems 
connected with Israel's military in- 
volvement in South Lebanon. .

Histadrut says gov’t ‘rewriting history’

TEL AVIV. — The Government is 
deliberately ignoring the contribu- 
tion of the Histadrut and the kibbutz 
movement in pi: the State's 
30th anniversary celebrations, 
Shmuel Bahat, head of the 
Histadrut’s Education and Culture 
Department, told a press conference 

here yesterday. 

“We see a very definite attempt to 
rewrite history,"" he said. “‘And even 
in the technical part of planning the 
anniversary events, the Histadrut 
wasn't invited to be on any of the 
committees.”" 

The Histadrut's answer, he said, is 
to plan events of its own, where the 
labour movement's contribution to 
Israel's development will be stress- 
ed. The slogan will be "Defence and 
Work Built the Country.” (The word 
Hagana, which means defence, is 
also the name of the Pre-state 
Labour-dominated underground 
movement, as opposed to the other 


underground organizations 
dominated by leaders of what is now 
the Likud.) 

In a statement rebutting Bahat's 
charges, David Admon, director of 
the government committee coor- 
dinating the 30th anniversary 
celebrations, said yesterday that the 
Inter-Kibbutz Union (roof organiza- 
tion of the major kibbutz 
federations) was actively involved in 
planning the anniversary events. 

He invited the Histadrut to submit 
any ideas it had to the committee. 
“Any proposal will be considered 
Promptly."’ he sald. 

The Histadrut’s celebrations will] 
begin next Monday, April 3, with a 
rally commemorating the beginning 
of the Second Aliya. about 75 years 
ago. Surviving veterans of that aliya 
will be present, along with President 
Katzir, Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel and other per- 
sonalities. 

On May 1, a pageant of Histadrut 
achievements will move down Ibn 


Gabirol Street in Tel Aviv, trom 
Reading to the new municipal 
library. On the eve of May Day, an 
entertainment programme produced 
by the kibbutz movement and deal- 
ing- also with Histadrut ac- 
complishments will give its first per- 
formance in Haifa. The follo 

evening, the show will come to 
Jerusalem and performances 
around the country will follow. 

The only event in which the 
Histadrut is working together with 
the government's 30th anniversary 
committee is a folk dance festival to 
be held at Afek Park in Petah Tikva 
on Lag Ba'omer. 

Additional events will include 
special publications, distribution of 
Histadrut-related literature at book 
fairs, meetings, and entertainment 
programmes at the local labour 
councils, and sports events. The 
Histadrut celebrations will continue 
from now until Histadrut Month at 
Hanukka time, with a break during 
the summer. 


U.S. senator all for free tuition

It would slash $500 a year 
from a taxpayer's taxable income 
for each child he has in college or un- 
iversity, or in primary, secondary or 
vocational school — and that in- 
‘cludes parochial as well as other 
schools,”” 

Israel's new abortion law is also 
close to Sen. Bob Packwood’s way of 
thinking. For years he has been 
mounting a battle to have Medicaid 
pay for abortions. Right now, he and 
like-thinking American legislators 
are fighting powerful forces seeking 
to amend the U.S. Constitution to 
counter the Supreme Court decision 
which permits abortions on non- 
medical grounds. 

“ Abortion should be decided by the 
woman and only the woman," 
Packwood argues. “Of coarse, It 
would be advisable first to consult 
with a doctor. But he should have no 
veto or say in the matter."

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Black policeman slain 


in 2nd Namibia killing 


JOHANNESBURG. — A senior + 
black police officer has been killed in 
South West Africa (Namibia) in the 
second assassination there in 24 
hours, South African Radio said 
yeuterday. 

it said Warrant Officer E.K. 
Johannes, holder of the Police Star 
of Merit, was killed by two men said 
to be guerrillas at his home in Ovam- 
boland in the north of the South 
African-ruled territory. 

On Monday, prominent black 
leader Clemens Kapuvo was shot 
dead by two men whom police later 
said were guerrillas of the South 
West Africa Peoples Organization 
(SWAPO). 

Extra police were drafted yester- 
day to track down Chief Kepimo's 
Killers and to guard against expected 

unrest in black townships. 

Brigadier Victor Verster, police 
chief in South West Africa, said it 
was “logical” that the assassins 
were “SWAPO terrorists" since car- 

found at the scene of the at- 
tack were from Soviet automatic 
pistols. SWAPO guerrillas fighting a 
hit-and-run war against South 
African troops from bases.in Angola 
are armed by communist nations. . 

Kapuuo, 55-year-old president of 
the multiracial Democratic 
Turnhaile AlHance that si 
South Africa's plan for the 
territory's independence, was am- 
bushed on Monday afternoon as he 
approached his shop in the black 
Katatura township near the South 
West African capital of Windhoek. 
He died after emergency surgery at 
a hospital. Since 1970 he had been 
chief of one of the territory's larger 
tribes, the 50,000-strong Hereros. 


Herero chiefs converged on 
Windhoek for a full council of chiefs 
yesterday to plan Kapuuo's 
funeral and discuss his assazsine- 
tion. A preliminary statement by 
some of the ehiefg blamed SWAPO 
for the assassination. ‘It is finally 
elear that SWAPO is not interested 
in democratic proceas," the chiefs 
said. 


In Lusaka, SWAPO denied respon- 
sibility for the assassination and 
blamed South Africa. A SWAPO 
spokesman told Reuters: ‘Chief 
Kapuuo's assaasination comes as the 
culmination of weeks of unrest 
provoked and kept going by the 
South African occupation forces in 
Namibia. The responsibility must be 
placed squarely on the doorstep of 
South Africa." 


The spokesman said SWAPO 
members in Namibia. now fear an 
ugly situation will develop, with 
South Africa cracking down on them. 
"We expect mass arrests and 
general harassment of SWAPO 
members and supporters as a result 
of the assassination," he added. 

South West Africa, called Namibia 
by black nationalists, is a former 
German colony controlled by white- 
ruled South Africa under a 1920 
League of Nations mandate. The 
UN, In a move ignored by South 
Africa, voided the mandate in 1966. 

South Africa has promised in- 
dependence to the disputed territory 
of 850,000 by year's end. But SWAPO 
has been-insisting that South Africa 
must first withdraw from the 
territory and that the elections must 
be administered by itself and the 
UN. (Reuter, UPI) 


U.S. nuclear satellite blew up in °64 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
τ. 8. says it has launched 22 nuclear- 
satellites since 1961, and. 
one of them burned up over the In- 
dian Ocean, spreading harmful 
radioactivity worldwide. 

The information is contained in a 
paper prepared for the 21st annual 
session of the UN Committee on the 
Peaceful Uses of Outer Space which * 
opens here on June 2. The committee 
was urged to tackle the problem of 
nuclear-powered satellites after the 
Soviet spy satellite Cosmos 954 broke 
up over northern Canada fast 
January and scattered radioactive 
material. , 

The U.S. built its first five 
satellites so that on re-entry Into the 
atmosphere, the radioactive 
materia] would vaporize and scatter 
50 as ‘‘to preclude high contamina- 
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tion in any localized: area,” the 
American paper said. 

The first four went into orbit as 
planned, but the fifth, launched in 
April 1964, did not reach orbit 
because of ἃ control failure and fell 
back into the atmosphere at 400,000 
feet. 

‘The satellite burned up over the In- 
dian Ocean uorth of Madagascar, 
and its radioactivity ‘‘was dispersed 
worldwide," the paper said. Nothing 
was said about cleanup efforts, if 
there were any. 

The U.S. said after the Indian 
Ocean mishap, American scientists 

realized that ‘limitations must be 
placed on dispersal of particulate 
matter in our environment." So they 
developed materials that would hold 
the nuclear material intact and pre- 
vent the satellite spewing its 
radioactive load, it said.

HAIFA. —A German-American 
therapist who came here during the 
Yom Kippur War to help treat 
wounded soldiers at the Rembam 
Hospita! is treating the wounded 
once more. This time Sig von 
Niessen's Rambam patients are 
soldiers injured in the Lebanon ac- 
tion. and so far he has treated 25, 
compared to the several hundred 
men from the Yom Kippur War, he 
told The Jerusalem Post at his Bat 
Galim home last week. 

Von Niessen does ‘Circulation 
Therapy.’ a method he developed 
himself after studying with the well- 
Known American therapist Dr. 
Lauren Berry. The glowing 
testimonials he has received from 
the medical staff and the wounded 
soldiers at Rambam note that 
among the soldiers he is known as 
“the Man with the Iron Hands but 
Golden Heart'* — a reference to the 
pain involved in his treatment, 
which decreases gradually until 
health is restored. 

He said that his work is based on 
improving the blood circulation, 
through massage-like "pumping ac- 
tions"’ of his vice-like hands.

subject. "1 impress on my audiences 
that Israel is the underdog, 
geographically, in the Middle East 
and that as Christians they are en- 
joined by the Bible to help and love 
Israel.

No psy- 
chotherapy, faith healing. or the oc- 
cult are involved in any way. ‘'My 
treatments are purely physical," he 
said. 

Asked whether it was true that his 
treatments were as painful as the ill- 
ness, he smiled that for a start great 
pain was involved, but only momen- 
tarily, with each application of 
pressure. “Before I start I warn 
patients of the pain involved. But it is 
a good, healing pain, and hardly 
anyone has stopped treatments 
before they were cured."" 

Once the Rambam is again 
cleared of the wounded soldiers, Von 
Niessen hopes to raise funds in the 
U.S. to enable him to train more 
“Circulation Therapists" for Israel, 
to take over where regular medicine 
can not penetrate.

Ever since Dr. Israel Katz, the 
former Director of the JDC-Israel 
Brookdale Instittite of Gerontology 
and Adult Human Development, left 
his post to become Minister of 
Labour and Social Affairs in Oc- 
tober, a special Search Committee 
has been secking 2 replacement. 
Next month. the Committee will con- 
vene in Jerusalem to complete the 
final stages of its work and recom- 
mend a candidate to the Executive 
Committee of the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee 
t{AJIDC), beaded by President 
Donald M. Robinson. 

The Search Committee is chaired 
by Prof. Martin Cherkasky, Presi- 
dent of the Montefiore Hospital of 
New York. Ita other mem- 
bers are divided equally 
bstween Americans and Israelis: 
Mr, Herbert Singer, who sits on the 
AJDC Executive and heads its 
Brookdale Institute subcommittee; 
Prof. Car] Ejisdorfer, Chairman of 
the Department of Psychiatry and 
Behavioral Sciences in the School of 
Medicine at the University of 
Washington in Seattle; AJDC Ex- 
ecutlve Vice-President Ralph Gold-

man; Prof. Rebecca Bergman, head 
of the Department of Nursing in Tel 
Aviv University’s School of Con- 
tinuing Medica] Education; Prof. 
Natan Rotenstreich of the Depert- 
ment of Philosophy at the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem; and 
Aharon Langerman, former 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Social Welfare. 


Located in Jerusalem, the 
Brookdale Institute was founded in 
January, 1974, by the AJDC with the 
assistance of the Brookdale Ramapo 
Foundation of New York and the 
Government of Israel. Its purpose is 
to identify problems in the fields of 
gerontology and human develop- 
ment in Israel and to develop 
solutions to such problems through 
the application of health and 
social services and policies. 


The Inatitute attempts to achieve 
Its objectives through multl- and 
inter-disciplinary research; the ad- 
vancement of professional and 


public education; the linking of 
research findings to social change in 
order to improve the prospects for 
better policies and programmes in 
Israel; and the publication of its tin- 
dings and recommendations for the 
knowledge and benefit of 
professionals around the world. 

Following Dr. Katz's appointment 
to the cabinet, management of the 
Institute and its 85 member stafi was 
assumed by Brookdale’s Executive 
Committee, composed of Michael 
Davies, Jack Habib and Ehud Haviv. 
This ensured continued smooth 
operation throughout the interim 
period until a new director is ap- 
pointed. 

The Search Committee, which met 
in Jerusalem last December in the 
preliminary stage of its work, has 
been interviewing a number of dis- 
tinguished candidates from Israel! 
and abroad. When |t convenes here 


next month, it will be to complete the 


interview process. It is expected that 
the name of the new director will be 
announced before the next scheduled 
meeting of the Inatitute's 
Professional Advisory Committee in 
April. 


New management training 
centre at Bar-Ilan University 


In order to meet the pressing need 
in Israel for improved management 
techniques, a new centre for 
Mmenagement training has begun 
operating at Bar-Dan University. 
The centre is aimed at upgrading the 
abilities of management personnel 
in commercia] companies, industry 
and public concerns. 

The new Bar-Dan facility was es- 
tablished to meet an urgent require- 
ment in the Israel] economy for high- 
level professional training for all 
grades of management personnel. 
According to its director Professor 
Eugene Jaffe, the centre places 
special emphasis on courses for im- 
proving service to the public, a 
neglected field in Israel. 

The most advanced teaching and 


training methods are used, incor- 
porating wide experience acquired 
in the United States. The lecturers 
have been chosen from the faculty of 
the Department of Economics and 
Business Administration at Bar-Tan 
and other Israeli universities, and in- 
clude key men in the commercial 
and public sectors. Experts from 
abroad will also address the 
students. 

The training offered includes 
general management coursea as 
well as specific ones requested by 
enterprises to meet their particular 
needs. The University also has the 
means to examine the special 
management requirements, and 
thus assess changes in management 
effectiveness after the course. 


Bernstein Hostel 
in Jerusalem - 
increases Jewish | 
programmes 


Since Sept. 1, 1977, when the Cen- 
tre for Conservative Judaism took 
over management of the Bernsteiz 
Youth Hostel adjoining the syn- 
agogue at 2 Agron St., an effort has 
been made to increase the Jewish 
content of the hostel's programming, 
Under the direction of Hillel Kliers, 
the hostel’s activities now include 
walking tours of Jerusalem, a coffee 
house, study of Talmud, the Ethics of 
the Fathers, the Humash, and Rashi. 
4A Pessah workshop 15 beginning to 
teach traditions for the holiday. In 
the hostel itself, there is a new 
reading room, and Shabbat dinner is 
now a weekly feature. ‘We're trying 
to provide meaningful Jewish ex- 
periences for our guests,'' says 
Kliers, ‘so that it won't just be a 


place to stay for a night or two." 


Mizrachi’s New World Chairman 


PROFILE: 


RABBI SIMON A. DOLGIN

In the wee hours of Thursday mor- 
ning, February 28. members of the 
Mizrachi-Hapoel Hamizrachi World 
Organization elected a new Chair- 
man in Jerusalem: Now, almost a 
month after agsuming office on 
March 1, Rabbi Simon A. Dolgin is 
well settled Into the job. For him, the 
post caps a distinguished career in 
public service in Israel and the 
‘United States. 

Born 62 years ago in Chicago, Rab- 
bi Dolgin was ordained in 1939 at that 
city's famous Hebrew Theological 
College. Among his other degrees: a 
Bachelor of Science from the linois 
Institute of Technology, a Doctorate 
in Thdology from the University of 
Southern California and a Doctorate 
of Jewish Letters from the Jewish 
University of America. 

For 33 years. Rabbi Dolgin led a 
major congregation in Beverly Hills, 
California — a synagogue that 
counted among its members some of 
the film world's most important 
producers. SLx and 4 half yeara ago, 
he decided to come on allya. But 
moving to Israel did not siguify 
retirement. Instead, shortly after 
arriving In this country, he was ap- 
pointed Director-General of the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs, a posi- 
tion he held for almost three years. 
Subsequently. he served an equal 
period of time as Special Advisor to 
the Minister during the government 
of Yitzhak Rabin. After leaving the 
Miniatry in August. 1977, he became 
head of the Jerusalem Seminary — 
Midrasha Gevoha Letorch. In addi- 
tion, throughout all his years in 
Israel, he has been rabbi of the 
capital's Ramat Eshkol 
neighbourhood. 


Recently, in a apecial interview in 
his office at Beit Meir, headquarters. 
of the Mizrachi-Hapoe) Hamizrachi 
World Organization, Rabbi Dolgin 
detailed the priorities he has set for 
his five year term as Chairman. “At 
the present time,” he explained, ‘I 
see our task as, first of all,

strengthening the movement of 
religious Zionism in the countries of 
the Diaspora. both ideologically and 
organizationally. It la my feeling 
that the only Zionist organization 
with direct contributions to make to 
Jewish life in the Diaspora is 


Mizrahi-Hapoel Hamizrachi, 
because we espouse not only Hretz 
Yisrael but also Torat Yisreesi."" 

Rabbi Dolgin believes that Israel 
is meaningful to Jews in terms of 
alilya and as a focal point around 
which they can organize their 
political and monetary strength. 
Tora, on the other hand, is essential 
to the pattern of life they lead and to 
thelr continued survival as a people. 
“Both these factors, Eretz Yisrael. 
and Torat Yisrael, are available only 
in the ideology of Mizrachi." he 
maintains. 

Though a relatively new Israeli, 
Rabbi Dolgin places special 
emphasis on Mizrachi’s role in the 
Jewish State. ‘The hope of the World 
Movement," he explains, ‘is to 
strengthen the quality of the 
National Religious Party and its 
leadership. so as to project a 
stronger image of Tora teaching and 
to bring this to bear more strongly on 
affairs of state." 

Today, according to Rabb! Dolgin. 
the Mizrahl-Hapoel Hamizrachi 
World Organization is active in 26 
countries around the world, in- 
cluding Israel. In addition to its 
men's and women's chapters and its 
B'nai Akiva youth movement, the 
Organization ia now developing 
young couples groups under the 
banner Mishmeret Hatzira. In 
Israel, the Organization also has kib- 
butzim. moshavim, ἃ network of 
secondary schools ‘ Yeshivot B'nai 
Akiva) and a programme known ag 
Yeshivot Hesder, which combines 
higher Tora study with army ser- 
vice. Its high schools offer academic 
and vocational training in a religious 
framework.

Many of the 
overseas students have decided to re- 
main in Israel. 

The Yeshiva hag gained special 
prominence under the leaderahip of 
two outstanding scholars, Rabbi 
Yehuda Amita] and Rebbi{ Aharon 
Lichtenstein. Both merge the best 
traditions of Tora learning in israel 
and America with a formidable 
grasp of the modern world. Rabbi 
Amitai 15 a survivor of the concentra- 
tion camps in Nazi Europe, and 
reached Israel] in 1944. He studied at 
the Hebron Yeshiva in Jerusalem. 
Rabbi Lichtenstein waz born in Parts 
and educated in American yeshivot. 
He studied English Uterature at Har- 
vard, where he received his Ph.D., 
before returning to New York to 
teach Talmud at Yeshiva Univeraity. 

One of the important projects of 
Yeshivat Har Etzion ts the Yaacov 
Herzog Teachers Training Institute, 
whose many graduates occupy key 
teaching positicns throughout Israel. 
It ig the long-range aim of the In- 
atitute to produce graduates steeped 
in traditional) learning and possessed 
of a secular education. 

The training of Har Etzion. which 
stresses Tora learning and fui! 
adherence to the tenets of Judaism, 
translated into the modern Hfe of 
Israel, is not lost on its students. The 
Yeshiva's israeli students serve in 
the Israe! Defence Forces. and many 
of them have wecome officers. 
Eleven students have fallen in battle 
during and since the Yom Kippur 
War. In their memory a special study 
room has been dedicated. 


The red-headed young woman 


from Toronto alts locked in her own 
private thoughts, In her hand are 
three smooth pebbles which she 
caresses over and over again. She 
opens her mouth te speak, end the 
words come out in ἃ soft Scottish lilt. 
Tt would be natural to assume thdt 
the pebbles are from some river-bed 
in Scotland and represent a nostalgic 
link with home. 

But the pebbles are not from 
Scotland. They were taken from the 
pathway leading to the crematoria in 
Auchwitz. “If you didn't know what 
they were," saya Gay Berger, ‘you 
would think that they came out of the 
sea, But for me, they are a symbol. 
Whenever I speak to anyone about 
what happened in Auchwitz, I'm go- 
ing to give them these stones to hold. 
Perhaps they can convey more than 
T can tell.” 

Gay Berger is one of 22 Canadian 
women who travelled to Israel via 
Eastern Europe in an attempt to 
comprehend the devastating enormi- 
ty of the Holocaust and Its eternal 
impact on Jewish destiny. They par- 
ticipated in a study mission of the 
National Women's Division of the 
Untted Israel Appeal of Canada, that 
recently visited Israel. The mission 
wag organized by Keren Hayesod — 
United Israel Appeal. A convert to 
Judaism, Mrs. Berger married a 
man who lost 92 members of his 
family in Auchwitz. In her efforts to 
share in his pain and anguish, she 
has read many books and seen many 
films on the Holocaust. ‘But I finally 
understood what it was all about," 
she says, ‘“‘when I actualty stood in 
Auchwitz.

Another Mission participant. Bet- 
ty Bottner from Montreal, had not 
planned to make the trip. But, when 
ἃ scheduled visit to Mexico did not 
work out, she made a spur of the mo- 
ment decision to join the others. ‘I 
came on thia trip the least com- 
mitted and the least involved,” she 
admits quite frankly. “I wag the 
most assimilated, and the least iike- 
ly to have anything about UIA get to 
me, X got turned off a long time ago, 
and T needed a rude awakening.” 

Faigie Zimmerman, who acted aa 
interpreter for the group in Poland’ 
and Rumania, recalls a meeting with 
an elderly Jew in Cracow. ‘'He didn't 
want anything from us, he just 
wanted to see Jews, He has en in- 
timate knowledge of Polish-Jewish 
history, and he won't leave because 
he is afraid that if he goes, there will 
be nobody left to tell the storv."" 

Joanne Cummings of Montreal 
wag probably the most prepared for 
what the group saw. She is deeply in- 
volved with the Holocaust Memorial 
Movement in Montreal, and is work- 
ing with a group of survivors to set 
up educationa! memorials to ensure 
that, when the generation of 
Holocaust survivors is no more, the 
memory of that awful period will 
never be forgotten. Familiar with 
what had transpired in those dark 
daya in Europe, she was anxious to 
visit Poland and to see for herself 


such notorious camps as Birkenau 
and Auchwitz. 

“It brought reality home to me,” 
she says. ‘‘There fs still anti- 
Semitiam in Poland. There is nothing 
left of the Warsaw Ghetto.

ed. What happened in the Warw 
Ghetto was six million light yes 
away from us. It was cold ἃ 
depressing. It was a cemetery." 

For Jews to explore Easta 
Europe is 4 soul searing experienc 
but it is a programme which, 
Phyllis Tepper's view, must be co 
tinued and encouraged. “Ἵν alter 
your perspective as a Jew," sh 
asserts. Accordingly, she want: 
future missions to visit all areaz 
where Jews are living in oppressed 
conditions, so that people cut off 
from the mainstream of Jewish life 
will know that there are those who ἡ 
care and bring with them the 
promise of hope.

Ophir Optics, comprised of 
several optics researchers in 
partnership with the College, was the 
pioneer. Located on the campus, this 
company produces sophisticated op- 
tical coatings and filtera for a host of 
scientific, military and technical in- 
struments, and has already cornered 
a large segment of the Israeli market 
in this field. Production for the 
Ministry of Defence is of a classified 
nature, but Ophir's other products 
are used in various electro-optical 
devices such as: infrared vision 
equipment, television cameras, 
lasers and spectrophotometera. 


The Jerusalem Gollege of 
Technology was founded to provide a 
technological education in 
Jerusalem on a university level. Its 
aim is to train a new breed of in- 
dustrial. engineer who -will be: 
familiar with af techniques and | 
stages of production, The new. 
graduates are expected to sthnulate 
Israel's technological growth and 
compensate tor the surplus of purely 
research-oriented scientists. 

Another factor in the College's es- 
tablishment was the need to open a 
new avenue for young religious men 
after army service who wished to 
continue their Jewish studies.

American Jewish Committee ΕΞ 


facilitates inter-group relations 


Born in 1906 in the shock and out- 
rage that followed two murderous 
pogroms in Kishinev, Russia, the 
American Jewish Committee's foun- 
ding purpose was to protect the safe- 
ty and security of Jews everywhere. 
However. the distinguished 
Americana who created the Com- 
maittee believed that anti-Semitism 
was not solely a Jewish problem and 
that the rights of Jews are best 
Safeguarded by working for the 
equal rights of all. 

This principle has been the AJC's 
hallmark over the decades, guiding 
its growth from ἃ small group of 50 


. founders, concerned mainly with 


relief and rescue operations on 
behaif of Jews, to an organization of 
Some 80 chapters and units and 40,- 
000 members in over 600 American 
communities; a Washington office; 
and an overseas service, with 
bureaus in Jerusalem, Paris, Buenos 
Aires, Rio de Janeiro and Mexico Ci-. 
ty. and correspondents in other key 
cities. 

The AJC ‘Israel office was es- 
tablished in Jerusalem in 1961, and is 
engaged in a broad programme of 
developing intergroup relations and 
education. i 

Today the Committee's national 
headquarters in New York, the 
Institute of Human Relations, serves 
as a hub of research and social ac- 
tion in all areas of inter-group 
relations. Its staff of over 150 
professionals includes specialists in 
community relations, education, 
law, social scence, research, social 
work, religion, foreign affairs and 
communications. 


A algnificant example of the AJC's 
vole is ita initiative in clarifying the 
recent controversy surrounding the 
so-called “‘Anti-Missionary Law" 
amendments to Israel's eriminal 
eode. The legislation sparked a 
flurry of concern among Christian 
groups around the world. The AJC's 
New York headquarters received a 
series of reports describing the 
responses of international Christian 
and inter-faith groups. 

Committee analysts concluded 
that these reactions indicated the ex- 
istence of a serious problem for 
Christian-Jewish relations in the 
Diaspora. Accordingly. AJC Presi- 
dent Richard Maass wrote to Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir, 
drawing their attention to the dis- 
tress felt by Christian leaders, par- 
ticularly among those who have been 
ἴϑτδο!

“YOUR CHILD is doing poorly in 
English (or math, or Bible — take 
your choice) and should have private 
Jessons."" 

Private tutoring is a well-known 


and widely used adjunct to" 


classroom instruction, Whether this 
is desirable, effective or fair is not 
the topic for discussion. The question 
here is how to get the most from your 
investment of time and money when 
someone in your family needs 
private lessons. 

It is not enough just to engage a 
highly recommended teacher and 
pay the dill, as you might with a 
music or drama coach. In the latter 
case the private lesson is an “‘ex- 
tra," a mark of distinction and a 


the student’s weakness and an ad- 
mission that the child (or student of 
any age) is out of step with his peer 
group, and has a problem. It is a 
problem that will require the co- 
operation of parent, student, teacher 
and tutor, 

In treating any problem, there are 


tification or Hagnosis; 2. setting of 
the goal to be reached by the 
treatment; 3. the means or the 
procedures to be used; and 4. evalua- 
tion techniques. When the private 
lesson is geared to passing an exam, 
the problem is simple. The student 


course requirements. But only too 
often, when the problem concerns 
younger children, it is likely to be far 
more complicated. 

Consider the case of 14-year-old 
Tali. She is considered a bright 


.child, but her performance as a stu- 


dent was just a bit above average. 
Throughout the grades, her teachers 
repeatedly have said, ‘'She could do 
so much better — if only she tried.” 
Now she is fafling in English, in spite 
of several months of special tutor- 
ing. Her classroom teacher reports 
no improvement and claims that 
Tali is incapable of participating in 
the regular lessons, 

Using the four points mentioned 
above, let's try to make ἃ plan for 
Tali’s educational programme (in 
English) for the remainder of this 
term and for summer vacation. The 
aim is to help a parent and student 
get maximum help from teacher, 
school psychologist and tutor. 

Diagnosis: Although intelligence 
and study skills are high, motivation 
is very Jow. Further investigation 
should discern whether English is 
the only problem, or whether Tali 
has been slipping in other subjects. 
if the problem is only with the course 
in English, could it be the discrepan- 
cy between high school demands and 
those of elementary school? In Tali's 
case, it is decided that the major 
cause of the problem is her lack of 
preparation for the high school 
programme. 

Goal: Remedial help, to achieve 
the level of her classmates. But she

she may be doubting her ability to 
compete. After all, she has never 
overworked at school until now and 
feels unprepared to cope with high 
school demands. The second goal, 
then, must be to convince her of her 
own capabilities — that a failure is

Procedure: Re-teaching of basic 
reading, vocabulary development 
and sentence structure — using com- 
Pletely different materials from 
those she has seen in grades 5 
through 8. Secondly, she muat be 
Prepared for the end-of-year ex- 
amination, If the classroom teacher 
says Tali has no chance of passing in 
June. then arrangements should be 
made for Tali to use her time to 
better advantage outside the 
classroom. She could use the library, 
do other lessons or even do clerical 
work or run errands. The point is she 
should do anything but sit day after 
day in a class in which she is in- 


capable of participating. 
Evaluation: With an intensive

exam normally given in August.

Private tutoring to supplement 
schooling is a kind of crisis interven- 
tion to deal with a current emergen- 
cy. But while dealing with the 
current problem, one must also keep 
in mind the long-range goal, which is 
to help the student learn to cope for ᾿ 
himself. No two problems are ever 
exactly alike. So if you do resort to 
private lessons, don’t fail to exploit ᾿ 
the “private” aspect to give your 
child the individual attention that is ri 
not possible in ἃ class. Before engag- 
ing a private teacher, seek the help . 
of the classroom teacher and school 
psychologist in defining the problem 
and planning the kind of help that ’ 
would be most effective. And then 
look for a tutor who is willing to 
cooperate,

Mis-step in programming 


DANCE /Dora Sowden 


PROGRAMME building can be 
tricky. The two new works, and one 
renewed, which the Batsheva Dance 
Company presented at the Nahmani 
Theatre (Tel Aviv, March 27) show- 
ed this. 

Galina and Valery Panov were un- 
doubtedly the stars, but the ballet 
that really struck fire this evening 
was Glen Tetley’s ‘'Mythical 
Hunters,"’ not the ballets in which 
they appeared. ‘Mythical Hunters,” 
created in Israel (music: Oeden Par- 
tos's Visions") is a masterpiece of 
modern choreography. Tetley, when 
he created it, had giamorous Rina 
Schenfeld in mind (as he himself 
once told me}. Even without her- 
—Nurit Stern took the lead and gave 
a moving study — it showed 
brilliantly. Yet perhaps the work 
dazzled because what came before 
never really reached ita level. 


Paul Sanasardo's “Meditations on 
an Open Stage," created with Galina 
Panov in mind (and in actual perfor- 
mance) was splendidly danced by 
all, Galina Panov never looked finer 
in line, surer on toe, richer in expres- 
sion. Her classicism, seen against 
the rest, of the company doing the 
stretches and straina that have 
hecome the daily bread of modern 
dance, was exquisite, even in moves 
never dreamt of in classical ballet. 
The men made their leaps, the girls 
their turns, with energy and style.

and intimations of “Scheherazade” 
in the passionate duet by Galina 
Panov and Rahamim Ron — perhaps 
even a hint of ‘'Corgair."" The cloth 
pieces in the decor suggested a kind 
of camp (a touch of ‘“‘eamp”’ too here’ 
and there in the movements). Yet 
stimulation didn’t develop even 
though Zvi Avni's music ‘Meditation 
on a Drama” was a call for free and 
imaginative ideas. 

One had a right to expect that 
Norbert Vesak’s ‘‘Belong’’ (music: 
“Syrinx,” but not Debusay’s) with 
the Panovs in duet would raise the 
temperature. His duet ig a well- 
designed, highly complicated love 
dance. The pair were dressed in 
shiny blue costumes, resembling 
scaleless fish skins. Indeed, in their 
final poses, swaying their arms, they 
gave an underwater impression. Yet 
Tcouldn't get excited about it all. For 
one thing this dance was so much 
like the duet by Rahamim Ron and 
Galina Panov in the Sanasardo work 
that one could wonder who was 
emulating whom. So this juxtaposi- 
tion weakened the freshness of 
“Belong.” Galina danced faultlessly 
but was a paler image of her 
previous self.

dle the fund. The money was to be 
raised partly from a special levy on 
all ships entering Israeli ports. 
Captain Hammel said that despite 
the lack of funds the department had 
“scraped together" one large con- 


tainer with emergency equipment, 
which is stationed in Eflat. He 
believed a minimum of ten such 
mobile emergency units were need- 
ed, to be’stationed in Eilat, 
Ashkelon, Ashdod, Hadera (where 
the new power station will get a jet- 
ty) and Haifa. The units should be 
ready to go into action immediately, 
and to be backed up, if necessary, by 
the dispatch of additional units. 

Bach unit, which costa IL1.25m., 
includes pumps, floating barriers to 
contain spilis and mechanical tools, 
including skimmers, In addition, the 
department has planned a national 
marine pollution prevention station 
at Eilat, to be established when the 
funds become available.

New treasury dept. to check

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The Knesset’s duty 


THE KNESSET HAS a reputation for irrelevancy. And yet there - 
are times when it can, and does, rise above itself in focusing 
debate on the crucial questions of the hour and in crystallizing a 
“sense of the House"’ in regard to what should be done about 


them. 


Today's foreign policy debate could go either way. It could 
easily descend into a slinging match between those in whose 
eyes Prime Minister Begin can do no wrong and those who 
believe, with equal conviction, that he is constitutionally in- 


capable of doing anything right. 


If the Knesset Members choose this path it would constitute a 
regrettable dereliction of the duty they owe to the nation which 
elected them. As Labour opposition leader Shimon Peres so cor- 
rectly pointed out in response to Defence Minister Ezer Weiz~ 
man's proposal for the creation of a coalition of national unity, 
the problem is not personality but policy. 

It would be equally deplorable if the debate were to be 
sidetracked into a consideration of whether the Americans do or 
do not wish to have done with Mr. Begin as Israel's Prime 
Minister and whether or not any offictal American of conse- 


quence has said so. 


There has been much hypocrisy in the shocked statements 
made in response to that ill-considered American diplomatic 
whisper in the ear of a prominent but unnamed Israeli. The fact 
of the matter is that American officialdom has for long been in- 
volved in the business of influencing domestic Israel opinion; 
just as we, and cur supporters in the U.S., have been involved in 
actively trying to influence American opinion, including opinion 
in regard to the suitability of respective presidential can- 


Gidates. 


Even Mr, Sadat has entered this act, for one of the clear pur- 
poses behind his dramatic journey to Jerusalem last November 
was to influence Israel public opinion against its government. 
This is all standard practice; it is simply not good form to admit 


it too openly. 


It is no secret that a significant number of President Carter's 
top foreign policy aides — and perhaps even the President 
himself — would feel more comfortable with Mr. Begin replaced 
at Israel's helm. Considering the rea] alternatives to Mr. Begin 
at present, the Americans may well be deluding themselves on 
this score. But that is their business. 

In any case, such American opinions, whether whispered or 
openly groaned, are no reason in themselves for Israel's 
political community to be electrified into replacing its current 
leaders. Nor, one may add, are they a reason in themselves to 
rally around these leaders in unthinking support for al! their 
acts. The problem at this stage, it must be stressed again, is not 


personality but policy. 


What is required of the Knesset today, as the nation's 
supreme political forum, is that it address itself honestly to 
these problems of policy. It is important that the Prime Minister 
and his foreign policy team, and the nation which will be listen- 
ing in, hear neither fawning sycophancy nor vitriolic rancour, 
but a considered sense of the House in regard to the direction 
that should be taken from the crossroad at which we find’ 


ourselves today. 


It is no secret that many coalition MKs disagree with various 
aspects of Mr. Begin's policy and are critica] of his performance 
in its implementation. Equally, there are members of the op- 
position who are secretly happy with the obduracy the Prime 
Minister has evinced in his talks in Washington. 

It would be to the credit of the Knesset and to the Members 
themselves, if these opinions come out into the open in 
legitimate debate divorced, as far as can reasonably -be ex- 
pected, from the narrow confines of party diktats, and con: 
siderations of parochial personal and party advantage. 

There will always be much time for this sort of business-as- 
usual politicking. The Knesset, as an institution, however, will 
be judged by the number of MKs who can bring themselves to 
rise abecve such considerations in today's debate. -

EXCOMMOONICATED? — A self- 
proclaimed “court'’ of Jewish law 
has “excommunicated™ six Jews 
after finding them guilty of 
“destroying Judaism” by recruiting 
for Korean evangelist Sun Myung 
Moon's Unification Church, accor- 
ding to the Associated Press. 

Six men who identified themselves 
ag rabhis recently presided over a 
ceremony at the New York Hilton 
Hotel, reading a ‘writ of excom- 
munication” in English and Hebrew, 
then snuffing six candles they said 
symbolized the light of the six per- 
sons’ souls. 

Jewish leaders in New York told 
AP there is no such thing as excom- 
municating a Jew. But one member 
of the ‘‘court"’ disagreed. 

“We derive our authority from the 
codes of Jewish law,’ said Rabbi 
Marvin Antelman. who identified 
himself as chief of the Supreme Rab- 
binic Court of America, Inc., head- 
quartered in Silver Springs, 
Maryland. 

Antelman said his group severed 
former U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger from the faith in 
1976 for eating uon-kosher food, 
T™arrying outside Judaism, and 
recognizing Palestinians, among 
other offences. 

The group said the six Jews were 
cast out for, among other offences, 
“recruiting Jewish youth into a cult 
which we have found to be pagan ac- 
cording to Tora law ... destroying 
Jews and Judaism under the name of 
the Unification Church whose 
members are diacipies of one Sun 
Myung Moon." 

Antelman said that all Jews must 
now decline to aid the six or to eat 
with them, and none of them can be 
admitted to Israel or buried in a 
Jewish cemetery.
